ment, or who advocates or teaches the 
duty, necessity or propriety, of the un- 
lawfully assaulting or killing of ai 
officer or officers, either 
ot specific 


individuals or officers generally, of thi 
government of the United States, o; 
of any other organized government, be. 
cause of his or their official character 
shall be permitted to enter the Unit 
ed States or any territory or placi 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof. Thii 
section shall be enforced by the sec 
retary of the treasury under such rule; 
and regulations as he shall prescribe.'

That a colony of genuine southern 


negroes to the number of 3M exists 
near Decatur may not be known to 
many people. 
The 
wilier happened 


to be at Kenney one day recently and 
found the common subject of conver- 
sation on the streets, m the stores and 
at the hotel was the "nigger" camp; 
s-o of course 
he 
went 
out there. 


Three-quarters of a. mile from the vil- 
lage are located the gravel pits of the 
Illinois Central railroad. For 
twelve 


ypu/ra this company has ben getting 
gravel from these 
pits, 
which are 


alongside Salt Creek. There arc hills 
and valleys formed by 
excavations, 


and by piling up the earth whicih has 
been taken from its surface, until the 
entire surrounding somewhat resem- 
ble a Colorado canon on a small scale. 
The running water of the creek, the 
tall sandhills and deep gravelly val- 
leys, thp nearby woods, the negroes 
singing as they woik, the long, row'of 
white tents, the 
few white bosses 


standing 'lound, serve to lorin a plc- 
tuie as foreign to the popular con- 
ception of Central Illinois as can be 
imagined. 


Eighty Acres of Gravel. 


The Central has recently purchased 


of H. C 
Suttlcj, the Kenney banker, 


eighty acres oj gravel land. It is this 
that the negroes are uncoveririg, or 
rather a portion of It. Mr. Suttle re- 
ceived $250 an acre for this land, cash 
down. There are from five to six feet 
of earth on top which must be re- 
moved, when good gravel, although 
mixed with sand, Is found, and the 
vein oFgravel is ftom twelve to fifteen 
feet deep. This gravel is used by the 
Central on its tracks, not only in cen- 
tral Illinois, but in all portions of this 
state where this road runs. It is also 
carried to Iowa, to Kentucky, to Ten- 
nessee, to Mississippi, to Louisiana 
by train loads, where it Is used on 
the road beds of the Illinois Central. 


Three contractors, all southerners, 


were given the job of removing the 
to°p earth. They engaged 250 colored 
men from Tennessee and Mississippi, 
and these men brought along seventy- 
five women and children.. Work was 
begun on April I. and it will take 
until September 1

of the outfit and are housed in large 
tents, arranged like army stables, or 
like those used by circuses. Hay and 
oats are purchased -of neighboring far- 
mer", po corn being fed. There are 
blacksmith shops, also in tents, that 
are not as white as they were when 
the outfit first came. 


Life in Tent*. 


In 'the / midst of a cornfield, with 


^talks standing about 
like drunken 


sentinels, are arranged long rows of 
tents in straight lines. These are oc- 
cupied by the negroes. Several large 
dining tents are placed at convenient 
places, where the men eat their meals. 
At the foot of a steep hill is a spring 


fords un abundant supply for the en- 
tire camp. 
Tlie women wash, tend 


to the children, nnd some of them 
cook for their husbands. The men re- 
ceive $1 11 day and Mielr board. The 
\\ompn and children pay nothing. 


Thero are three stores, or »s they 


,..-e called in camp "commissaries." 
where all sorts of necessities are sold 
to the men nnd their wives. The men 
are gi\«n credit until pay day, when 
what they owe tbe "commissary" is 
deducted from their wages. They are 
expected to purchase what Is needed 
from one of the commissaries. 


Each alternate Sunday is pny day, 


and then the afternoon is given up to 
scenes of polllty and pleasure. To most 
oj these negroes these mean "shoot- 
ing craps," and often by night many 
of them are penniless, while a few 
have the wages of many. Sunday ray 
days are also occasions of doing some 
extra cooking on the part of tho> wo- 
men, 
although the regular menu la 


not much varied at tlie boarding tents. 
The women buy fowls, fruit and veg- 
etables, getting the money from the 
men before they have a chance to 
play "craps," anti get up a spread that 
foi nis a pleasant contrast to the usual 
meals. 


Three Times a Day. 


At the 
boarding 
tents bacon is 


served three times a day, fried for 
breakfast and supper and boiled for 
dinner. Hot corn bread and coffee Is 
used three times a day. Tin plates 
nnd cups and steel knives and forks 
are used, the regular cooks being col- 
ored men. 
, 
There are several white bosses, and 


these too, live 
In 
terks, situated 


across the road from those occupied 
by the negroes. A dining tent with 
fairly good service and excellent food, 
cooked by colored men, is partaken of 
by these white men, some of whom 
have their wives with them. 


The work is well 
arranged, each 


man having his place and having to 
keep it. Certain men 
mend harness, 


certain others are cooks, others at- 
tend to the mules and see that they 
are fed and watered and not over- 
worked. Large scrapers are used for 
taking the top earth from the gravel 
and carrying It off to various dump- 
ing places. Everything seems to go 
like clockwork. The men and women 
do not lobk, or seem, at all like the 
colored folks we are used to seeing 
in Decatur and other places in cen- 
tral Illinois, but are general plan- 
tation "niggers," the men especially 
being dressod In rags 
and tatters.

street, around the corner from tha 
McNier house on Church' street. She 
WIIH acquainted with both the McNier 
anil McCoole frtmilies and it was tu 
the Hirlbner residence that McNier 
ran aflor he wus shot. 


Mrs. 
Soribner in her testimony said 


that she and her husband lived In 
one of the St. John's flats with the 
McCoole family. 
They all moved to 


the neighborhood of Church and King 
streets about the same time, 
which 


was last February. 
Mrs. Scribner said she had been in 


the McNier drug store on u number 
of occasions with Mis. McCoole She 
probably went theie several 
times 


while living In the St. John's Huts. Af- 
terward she went to the store with 
Mrs McCoole almost every day. They 
sometimes sat at a table und drank 
soda water or ate ice cream and Mc- 
Nier would talk to them and 
some- 


times Mrs. McCoole would go »«c!< to 
the desk and talk to McNier. Mrs. 
Scribner said cither she or Mrs. Me- 
Coole paid for the soda. They 
never 


got soda they did not pay for.

Coole was cold in her manner. 
Pointed Questions. 


Seveial pointed Questions \\eie as

md did not quit her company until 
later. That is true, is it not? 


A. Yes. 
Q. And you knew all these 
things 


against Mi's. McCoole and you nev- 
er told one of them to her husband, did 
you ? 
A. No, but I never hud a chance to 


see him alone, so I could tell him. 


Dented Story. 
Mrs Scribner said that in the dis- 


cussion at her house there was noth- 
ing s.ticl about the McCooles moving 
out of the house or McNier moving 
out of the house. The only one talked 
of about going away from the place 
was Mrs. McNier, whom it was under- 
stood was going to Chicago the next 
clay after the interview to stay until 
tile McCooles had left the house as she 
lefused to stay under the same loot 
with Mrs. McCoole. 
The witness said that the 
fortune 


teller she visited with Mrs. McCoole 
was a. woman and was not Maxwell. 


More Questions. 


When Mr. t.efoi gee said he had fin- 


ished with the witness, Mr. Bucking- 
ham asked several questions as fol- 


Was there ever anything said about 


M(Coole's scandal at Urbana? 


Did anyone ever tell about Mrs. 


McCoole while In Urbana finding net- 
husband In bed with another woman? 


Objections were offered und

tained and the attorneys for the de- 
fense laughed at the questions. 


MRS. M'NIER CROSS QUESTIONED 


Kept On Stand For Hours and Broke 


Down Once. 


The cross-examination of Mrs. W. G. 


McNier which WHS started 
Tuesday 


evening' was continued 
during the 


forenoon AVeilnesrtuy find the witness 
was still on the stand when court ad- 
journed at noon and Mv. Mills said 
that he had not yet finished with the 
witness. 


Mrs. McNiei was asked by the at- 


atloi'ney about various incidents which 
she had given In the direct examina- 
tion and in many cases the- testimony 
was a icpetltion of that which was 
published as direct testimony. 


In regard to the talk Mrs. McNier 


had with the McCoole's she said that 
when they had finished their talk it 
was supposed that they were good 
friends but that the matter war? not 
settled in her minJ about McCoole 
having accused his wife. 


Mrs. McNier was asked among other 


things about the time when Mrs. Mc- 
Coole said that she and McNier would 
make a good looking couple. -Mrs. Mo- 
Nler said she did not like it but ad- 
mitted that she supposed they were 
all joking. 


Broke Down. 


On one occasion when the dog was 


spoken of by Mrs. McNier Mr. Mills 
said that he* did not. care anything1 
about the dog an3 insisted that the 
question asked be answered more di- 
rectly. This was followed by several 
questions and one was not answered 
in a direct manner and Mr. Mills In- 
sisted 4that Mrs. McNier answer the 
questions. She had several tjrnes kept 
on answering when objections were 
made and in this case did not answer 
the question asked. The reprimand by 
the attorney was too much for Mrs. 
McNier. She broke down and began 
to cry. 


State's Attorney 
Redmbn moved 


that the witness be excused for a 
time and Mr. llills said he would be 
perfectly satisfied. The court ordered 
that the .witness be removed and her; 


brother accompanied 
her 
from the 


room. 


About ten minutes later Mrs. McNier 


returned and managed to retain her 
self composure for the 
rest of the 


forenoon. Once or twice she bordered 
upon crying but did not break down 
again during the forenoon session. 


Mrs. MeNier was asked to recite 


all of the facts concerning the occas- 
ion when she found Mrs. McCoole on 
,McNlei's bed and also told the details 
of the time McNeir had a spell and 
raved and talked wildly. She feared 
perhaps he had been drinking and did 
not want anyone to know it. 


Mrs. McNier was asked about many 


of the other incidents the details of 
which have already been given. Once 
In referring to tlie 
preparation of 


breakfast Mrs. McNier said that they 
had coffee and cake for breakfast. Mr. 
MIIlH wanted to know if they had cof- 
fee and cake for breakfast continuous- 
ly and the witness said that was al- 
ways the bill of fare. Mr. Mills in- 
quired particularly as to what kind of 
cakes \\ere served and Mrs. McNier 
said that they nlways had baker's 
cake. 
' Mrs. McNier in her direct testimony 
told at length about Mrs. MeCoole go- 
ing from the Scribner house and, re- 
fusing to stay for supper when she 
saw McNier coming home and knew 
that he was to be at the house alone, 
his wife having pone out for supper. 


Came Rapidly. 


On the cross-examination Mrs. Mc- 


Nier said that Jesse 
McNier, the 


brother of her husband, was hoarding 
at the house fit the time and came 
home with her husband on that oc- 
casion. 


When trying to recall some dates 


Mrs. McNier said she could not re- 
member exactly as things came pretty 
rapidly for a few days. Mr Mills snicl 
he thought matters did develop rather 
lapidly at the house. Mrs. McNier 
said that Easter Sunday was the first 
time thiit theru was any trouble. She 
stated that nuiny times, in fact al- 
most every day after that time 
she 


talked with Mts. McCoole regarding 
the letter's actions. 


The attorney asked if McNier had 


not threatened to leave his wife but 
the witness was not allowed to answer. 


Witness Angry. 


Thi? following were some of the most 


pointed questions "i asked 
by Mr. 


Mills and the answers, and in some 
instances Mrs. McNier showed feeling 
of great anger:
